General Wong, who undertook Inst year to 
collect. Zekin locally, has not succeeded in the 
scheme: he had in view, Previously- to his 
coming here, the native merchante, to avoid 
being burdened with any. excessive lekin tax, 
the levy of which would entail so much red-. 
tape and “squeeze,” decided to remit, through 
the ropresentative guild, 2 sum of $50,000 as 
au annual contribution te the lelin for the 
provincial Government at Canton. Goneral 
Wong, however, thought that s greater amount 
than $50,000 could be collected here, and 
accordingly made proptsals ‘to .the Canton 
authorities to double, the contribution of 
the local native. merchants, Finding all, 
opposition useless, the latter body ‘nequiesced 
in the heavy exaction demanded of them. 
Not yet satisfied, Wong intends now to taiso 
the lekin to $150,000 after the ond of the 
currout Chinexs yer. That part, if not a great 
deal, of the moneys ‘collected finds its way 
into Wong's pockets is not to be gainsaid by 
anyone who knows hig methods of business. 
His plans of snidenly increasing the lekin 
exorbitantly have mat with strong opposition 
from the leading native merchants, who have

There ore soyeral methods by which tixity, or 
approximate fixity, of eachange could ‘be 
secured :-— . 

+ (1) Stop the free coinage of British dollars, 
aud demonetise the Mexican dollar, 
establish o gold reserve, and, in ‘the 
same way 6s India has done with the 
rupeo, force the value of the dollar up 
to 2/ or any other value which might 
appearconvenient, — 

(2) Throw overboarl all dollars'and- adopt 

tho Jndian rupee. . 

- (83) Throw overbourd all dollars, and adopt. 
the British Soverrign, as unit with a 

~ decimal sutsidary (token) coinage. 

No (1) is practically out of court, as it would 
eutail either the co-operation of Hongkong, 
which is almost certainly unobtainable, or the 
minting of a vew Straits dollar, of the same 
weight end fineness os the British dollar. 
The alternative would be dangerous, because, 
if the silver value of tha new dollar even went 
higher than its nominal value. every dollar 
would be swept out of the country. 

No. (2) hes not been found to answor in 
Ceylon owing. to the restriction of the Indien 
currency, and for the some reason would be. 
very undesirable. here, where the demand for 
cnrrency is continaally on the increase.

HOW TO BRING IT ABOUT. . 


. Assuming thot such 9 form of currency, 
simple, and easily understood « by the’ native, 
there being no change in the system from that 
existing, is adopted, we have now to consider 
how the change can be brought about with the 
minimum of loss both tothe Government and to 
individuals, : 

Thy cost of effecting the change depends on 
the number of dollars which the Government 
vould have to take up on conyersion. It. is 
ultmost imporsible to estimate what this wonld 
umount to because (1) the number of dollars 
iu circulatiun canuot be ascorteined with any 
approach to accuracy, owing to the conatunt 
but unknown witlidrawals to China. Siam, ete., 
and (2) because it would be impossible to entirely 
prevent speculative shipments, which will 
inevitably be made if it appears probable that 
the conversion rate will bo higher than the 
silver value of the dollar. : 

The most feasible method appesrs to be the 
following :— : 

(!) On a certaindate tha Government, having 
prepared a large supply of néw notes of various 
denomipations, including ‘notes. for one florin 
should issue a proclamation simultaneously all 
over the Colony and the F.M.8. demonetising 
the British and Mexican dollars as from another 
date, say five moatbs ahead. For six months 
from, the date of the proclamation these dollars 
would be received at the Treasury, at all Govern- 
ment offices where taxes ure payable, and at such 
other places 98 may be found convenient 
(arrangements could doubtless be made with the 
Banks), and Notes inthe new currency given 
in exchange st the conversion rate, which 
should be-approxtindtely the rate of the ‘day o 
javue of the proclamation, or very slightly over: 
that rate. ‘ihus, supposing the conversion rate, 
wrre 1/8, overyoue bringing twelve dollars to* 
the Treasary would receive ten florids, or one 
pound, Ifthe copversion rate wore 1/6, tweire 
dollars would purchase nine florins.

In order to'tinanco the operation and provide 
the gold reserve it will bo. necessary to raisan 
sold. lonn, which should be done immediately 
Fter the isso of the proclamation. ‘This loan 
atonld be apportioned between the Strails aud 
F.BLS.

of jake coin. There does not appear to be any 
“yéason why this Colony could not do the same. 
In this connection evquiry might be made as to 
whether modern metallurgical science could not 
device an alloy which the coiner would find it 
difficult, if not impossible, to manufacture. 
The new currency notes should be distinctive, 
both ‘in form and design, from the present 


notes, nnd the various denominations shonld: 


be clearly differentiated from exch other by 
meane of thoir colouring, as in the onso of 
postage stamps.
